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As  part  of  the  continual  thrust  to  heighten  awareness 
of  drug  &  alcohol  abuse,  Chelsea  High  School  in  con¬ 
junction  with  IMPACT,  an  improvisational  musical  per¬ 
formance  company,  presented  a  play  entitled  EDDIE . 
The  play  is  based  on  the  life  and  untimely  death  of 
Edward  J,  LaRiviere,  A  Rhode  Island  teenager. 

Kevin  LaRiviere,  Eddie's  older  brother  remembers  back 
to  a  cold  day  in  November  1977  when  he  and  his  sister 
were  driving  through  Narragansett,  Rhode  Island  and 
saw  their  younger  brother,  Eddie,  staggering  on  the 
sidewalk.  They  knew  he  was  high  on  drugs  again. 
Stopping  the  car  seemed  useless.  Years  of  counseling, 
stints  at  drug  centers,  court  appearances,  family  bat¬ 
tles,  brief  successes  and  countless  disappointments 
always  ended  with  Eddie  succumbing  again  to  his  ad¬ 
dictions. 

On  Thanksgiving  night  one  week  later  Eddie  was  at  a 
house  party.  The  entertainment  was  drugs  and  alco¬ 
hol.  At  the  end  of  the  evening  Eddie's  friends  left  him 
to  sleep  off  a  high  in  the  back  seat  of  a  car.  He  died 
there  alone,  face  down,  asphyxiated  by  his  own  vom¬ 
it.  Eddie  LaRiviere  was  16  years  old. 

After  Eddie  was  buried,  Kevin  LaRiviere  recalls:  "I  was 
angry  at  God,  angry  at  the  world,  bitter  about  not 
knowing  where  to  have  gotten  help.  I  wanted  families 
to  know  that  there  is  help  out  there.  In  1981  Eddie's 
family  established  the  Edward  J.  LaRiviere  Memorial 
Foundation  to  work  towards  prevention  and  treat¬ 
ment  of  teenage  substance  abuse.  Kevin  began  hon¬ 
oring  requests  from  groups  to  talk  about  Eddie's  death 
and  the  idea  for  the  play  soon  evolved.  “I  knew  that 
people  were  listening  to  me,''  says  Kevin,  "but  I  want¬ 
ed  them  to  know  me,  to  know  Eddie,  to  see  our  family 
in  destruction  —  a  good  family  being  torn  apart.  I 
wanted  them  to  know  that  it  could  happen  to  any 
family." 

Eddie  Was  Here  was  an  immediate  success  as  a  stun¬ 
ning  portayal  of  the  teenage  substance  abuse  trage¬ 
dy.  By  June,  1987,  it  had  been  seen  by  over  300,000 
students,  parents  and  teachers  throughout  New  En¬ 
gland.  In  the  summer  of  1987  the  scenario  was  updat¬ 
ed  and  revised  with  the  input  of  a  team  of  substance 
abuse  professionals,  students,  and  educators;  and 
was  renamed,  simply,  EDDIE .  1987-1988  also  saw  IM¬ 
PACT  performing  as  far  south  as  Georgia  and  west  into 
Michigan  as  part  of  the  group's  plan  to  broaden  its 
geographic  reach. 

Ms.  Hurley,  coordinator  of  the  C.H.S.  performance  of 
the  play,  when  asked  how  she  felt  about  the  play  and 
it's  effectiveness,  said,  "It  hits  the  point,  and  I'm  glad 
we  had  the  chance  to  present  it."  Many  of  the  C.H.S. 
students  who  attended  the  play  also  expressed  an 
incredible  affinity  for  the  play.  As  John  Zucco  said,  "It's 
something  I  can  relate  to  because  it's  put  in  such  a 
way  that  I  realized  anybody  can  be  like  Eddie." 
Chelsea  High  School  has  so  much  talent!  15  students 
from  C.H.S.  participated  in  the  play  "  EDDIE  "  which 
got  great  reviews  from  students  and  teachers.

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The  Challenge  Program  began  in  1985  by 
Mr.  Mauro,  Mr.  Steriti,  and  U/Mass  Am¬ 
herst.  Students  with  a  grade  of  C  or  better 
were  encouraged  to  apply.  Students  who 
would  not  normally  go  to  college  be¬ 
came  involved  with  this  incentive  pro¬ 
gram.  Incentives  offered  by  U/Mass  allow 
students  to  complete  4  years  of  college 
at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  under 
the  condition  that  they  attend  workshops 
at  Chelsea  High  School  as  well  as  on  the 
U/MASS  campus.  Students,  introduced  to 
college  life,  are  trained  to  have  good 
habits  and  are  given  courses  in  college 
preparation.  They  work  on  problem  solv¬ 


ing  and  study  for  Scholastic  Aptitude 
Tests.  The  standards  for  getting  accept¬ 
ed  by  the  University  of  Massachusetts  are 
the  same  for  Challenge  Program  students 
as  for  any  other  student  applying  to  the 
school.  In  the  past  a  full  four  year  scholar¬ 
ship  has  been  awarded  to  the  Chelsea 
High  School  student  with  the  highest 
grade  equivalency.  Barring  any  state 
budget  cuts,  this  year's  participants 
hoped  to  be  eligible  for  a  full  four  year 
tuition  scholarship. 

We  are  proud  of  the  class  of  '89  for  being 
the  first  class  to  complete  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Challenge  Program.

Chelsea  is  a  miniature  melting  pot,  a  place 


where  people  have  immigrated  from  all  over  the 
world.  Walking  through  the  halls  at  Chelsea  High 
School  a  person  might  hear,  along  with  the  En¬ 
glish  language,  languages  such  as  Spanish,  Pol¬ 
ish,  French,  Italian,  Vietnamese,  Khmer,  Russian, 
and  Armenian,  to  name  a  few.  A  person  might 
meet  students  who  were  born  in  such  places  as 
Bermuda,  Cambodia,  Hong  Kong,  China,  Argen¬ 
tina,  El  Salvador,  Puerto  Rico,  Colombia,  Guate¬ 
mala,  Honduras,  Poland,  Haiti,  Scotland,  Nicara¬ 
gua,  Trinidad,  Costa  Rica,  Dominican  Republic, 
Cuba,  Cape  Verde,  Ecuador,  Panama,  Peru  and 
Angola.  This  multi-cultural  school  is  an  exciting 
place  to  be  because  we  are  given  a  unique 
opportunity  to  share,  first  hand,  ideas  with  and 
learn  about  others'  backgrounds,  cultures,  reli¬ 
gions,  races  and  ethnic  origins.  By  living  and 
learning  together,  we  learn  respect  for  each 
other's  differences.  Some  of  our  "international" 
student  body  were  interviewed  about  their  feel¬ 
ing  toward  school  in  the  United  States  versus 
their  native  countries.  Sharing  their  thoughts 
were: 

Chhan  Hoeun  from  Cambodia  who  remem¬ 


bered,  “When  I  first  came  here  I  was  scared. 
People  bothered  me,  and  I  didn't  know  how  to 
speak  English.  Now,  sometimes  I  feel  happy 
when  all  the  kids  in  this  high  school  are  nice  to 
me.  The  schools  in  America  are  beautiful.  When 
my  country  didn't  have  war  yet,  it  looked  like 
American  schools  in  size.  The  walls  of  the  schools 
were  made  of  banana  leaves  or  bamboo  in 
Cambodia,  though.  Also,  in  Cambodia,  we  wore 
blue  and  white  uniforms." 

Kandy  Goncalves  from  Cape  Verde  who 
shared,  "In  Cape  Verde  the  food  was  different, 
the  work  was  harder,  and  the  desks  were  differ¬ 
ent.  The  classrooms  were  pretty  much  the  same, 
however." 

Jonathan  Pan  from  Hong  Kong  who  said,  "The 
subjects  in  school  are  basically  the  same.  The 
students  in  Hong  Kong,  however,  are  required  to 
wear  uniforms,  and  the  school  day  is  eight  hours 
long."

"School  in  Guatemala  starts  in  January  and  ends 
in  September.  The  school  day  starts  at  seven  in 
the  morning,  but  is  over  at  12:45."

Dinh  Ly  from  Vietnam  who  reflected,  "The  grad¬ 
ing  system  in  Vietnam  is  different  from  the  sys¬ 
tem  here.  They  grade  on  a  1-10  basis  with  10 
being  the  highest  mark." 

Da  Thach  from  Vietnam  remembered,  "School 
in  Vietnam  was  only  four  hours  a  day  long.  Every 
day  the  schedule  was  different,  and  we  had  no 
homeroom  period." 

Elizabeth  Lewandowska  from  Poland  who  shared 
her  memories,  "The  school  system  in  Poland  is 
only  slightly  different  from  the  United  States.  The 
grading  system  was  based  on  numbers  2-5,  5 
being  very  good  and  2  being  a  failing  grade. 
Every  day  the  schedules  changed;  we  were  re¬ 
quired  to  wear  uniforms;  we  had  no  homerooms; 
everyone  had  to  take  Russian  as  a  foreign  lan¬ 
guage.  The  grammar  school  and  junior  high 
were  one  school,  and,  after,  you  could  choose 
to  go  to  high  school,  nursing  school,  professional 
school,  or  technical  school  from  3  to  5  years  of 
additional  training." 

Franklin  P.  Rodas  from  Guatemala  who  ex¬ 
claimed,  "I  was  surprised  when  I  came  to  school 
here  because  the  schools  were  so  big!  I  had 
never  been  in  so  big  a  school  before." 

Wanda  Pachano  from  the  Dominican  Republic 
who  felt,  "The  school  I  went  to  in  the  Dominican 
Republic  was  much  harder  than  school  here." 
Mom  Pheng  from  Cambodia  who  expressed,  "I 
first  felt  that  the  American  schools  were  not 
friendly,  but  now  I  like  the  schools  and  the  teach¬ 
ers.  They  are  helpful  and  are  so  nice  to  us.  In 
Cambodia  we  all  wore  the  same  clothes,  blue 
and  white  skirts  for  the  girls  and  blue  and  white 
short  pants  for  the  boys." 


Evil  Ramirez  from  Honduras  who  stated,  "The 
school  day  is  different  in  Honduras;  the  day  starts 
at  7:00  am,  breaks  for  lunch  at  noon,  and  re¬ 
sumes  at  1:15  until  dismissal  at  5:00  pm!  There 
are  not  as  many  choices  of  classes  in  Honduras 
as  there  are  in  American  schools." 

Miguel  Angel  Aoscate  from  Argentina  who  said, 
"The  school  starts  in  March  in  Argentina  and 
continues  until  November." 

Wanda  Rivera  from  Puerto  Rico  who  knew,  "The 
schools  in  Puerto  Rico  do  not  have  detention  as 
a  punishment  for  being  late  or  cutting  classes  like 
we  have  in  Chelsea.  Also,  the  principal  of  the 
school  in  Puerto  Rico  does  not  call  the  parents 
when  the  student  is  absent  like  they  do  here. 
Puerto  Rican  students  wore  uniforms." 

Quinnell  Smith  from  Bermuda  who  thought,  "The 
schools  are  basically  the  same  except  for  the 
grading  system  and  credits.  For  example,  in  Ber¬ 
muda  35  credits  are  needed  to  graduate,  and  in 
Chelsea  100  credits  are  needed.
